Reagan In Your Future =

To many in_ higher 
education, the recent 
election of Ronald Reagan as 
40th President of the United 
States was less. than 
desirable. Throughout his 
campaign, Mr. Reagan 
voiced opposition to federal 
involvement in education, 
often expressed as a desire 
to dismantle the new 
Federal Department of 
Education. Whether Mr. 
Reagan can fulfill that 
promise remains to be seen. 
However, the question now is 
what impact will his election 
have on funding for post- 
secondary education? Since 
the bulk of Federal funding 
is student aid, it is a question 
we must address. Campaign 
rhetoric aside, it’s still too 
early to know exactly what 
the effect of the recent 
election will be. It is possible 
to make some predictions, 
though, by examining 
Reagan’s' record with 
respect to higher education 
while Governor of Califor- 
nia. 

In the September 1980 


issue of Change, Martin 
Smith, in his article 
“Lessons from the 


California Experience’’, sets 
forth three points that must 
be taken into consideration 
in any discussion about 
_Ronald Reagan and higher 
education. First, Reagan is 
deeply conservative and 
believes that the role of 
government should’ be 
limited to those things that 
the private sector either 
cannot or does not wish to do. 
Second, he has a passive 
personality and is more 
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poed 


inclined to let things happen 
than to work hard at 
reshaping the world to his 
own views. He lets, and even 
encourages, his staff to 
dominate him. Third, and 
perhaps most reassuring, 
Reagan is not really very 
interested in higher 
education. While Governor 
of California his interest was 
primarily a reaction to the 
student protests of the 1960’s. 
Opposition to these protests 
was used as a_ political 
campaign tool. After he 
became governor and his 
appointments gained control 
of the governing boards of 
the California State Colleges 
and University, his interest 
in higher education quickly 
faded. 

Reagan’s lack of interest 
in higher education should 
not, however, be interpreted 
as a complete lack of sup 
port. During his term in 
office the budgets of the 
California State Colleges and 
University grew at a rate 
faster than inflation. Fur- 
ther, according to Smith, 
state money for financial aid 


grew from $4.7 million when _ 


Reagan took office to $42 
million when his  ad- 
ministration ended. While 
the state  tegislature 
deserves much credit for 
this, Reagan did not oppose 
such expanded funding for 
needy students. 

Support for funding for 
higher education during the 
Reagan Presidency will very 
probably be governed by the 
same three points that Smith 
has used to describe 
Reagan’s governorship. If 
so, the following may be 
inferred. Given the ex-

“tensive amount of federal 


funding already being put 
into student aid programs, it 
is very doubtful that we will 
see any new program 
initiatives developed by a 
Reagan administration. 
However, this situation has 
not changed since the Nixon 
era, and should not be a 
source of fear. Second, it will 
be important to carefully 
watch the appointments 
which Reagan makes to 


‘upper level offices in his 


administration. Many of the 
names being discussed are 
those who were prominent in 
the Nixon administration. In 
view of Reagan’s tendency 
to rely upon his staff for 
advice, the attitudes and 
opinions of the individuals 
holding high level ap- 
pointments may well control 
our future. Finally, con- 
sidering Reagan’s disin- 
terest in this area, it is safe 
to assume that student aid 
will not be singled out from 
other social programs for 
budget cuts. It is reasonable 


to expect, however, that if 
funding for social programs 
declines, student aid 
programs will be reduced 
proportionately. 

The program probably 
most vulnerable during a 
Reagan administration will 
be the National Direct 
Student Loan. Reagan's 
conservative belief in using 
the private sector would 
seem to lend strong support 
to the Guaranteed Student 
Loan program. Offsetting 
this view is the continuing 
control of the House of 
Representatives by 
democrats. The House 


staunchly defended NDSL 


throughout the Nixon-Ford 
era, and during the debates 
leading up to the Education 
Amendments of 1980. We can 
expect continued defense of 
the program on the part of 
the House, but this will 
certainly be weakened by 
the trend toward fiscal 
conservatism.

The Fifth 
of July 


Starring Christopher Reeve

If comedy is that which you laugh at to keep from 
crying, then ‘Fifth of July” is a comedy as billed. 
Through the laughter are the tears; underneath both 
is a deep and moving love story. 

The first act is all exposition. It is the Fourth of 
July, and Ken Talley, played by Christopher Reeve, 
is considering the sale of his old Missouri homestead 
to John and Gwen Landis, old freedom fighting 
friends of the 60’s, played by Jonathon Hogan and 
Swoozie Kurtz. They hope to use the farm as a home 
base for their newly formed record company. If the 
sale is completed, Ken’s live-in friend, Jed Jenkins, 
played by Jeff Daniels, would have to move on 
without him, ending their relationship. June Talley, 
Ken’s sister, urges him to keep the homestead. Her 
daughter Shirley is a sign of the continuance of the 
Talley family line. Sally Friedman, played by Mary 
Carver, is an aunt who lived all her life on the Talley 
land, and gives stability and security to the family 
when needed. ; 

The ground rules are laid out in the very beginning 
of the first scene when Jed comes out and kisses Ken 
on the lips with a greeting. Ken has returned from 
the Korean Conflict in a wheel chair, minus his legs; 
he can walk with the artificial limbs and canes, but 
does so very awkwardly. The affection expressed on 
stage between the two male stars was accepted 
readily by the audience. A murmur rippled like a 
wave through the house the first time; when the two | 
hugged warmly in the next scene, one could have 
heard a pin drop. Chris Reeve is miscast as Ken 
Talley, the teacher turned writer because of his fear 
of facing a classroom of students in his present 
condition. He garbled and ate his lines, rarely 
projected them to the audience, and was un- 
comfortable in this role. It may be too wide a split 
from his “Superman” role. As an internal actor, he 
never grew into the character; from the external 
point of view, he showed little feeling. Jed, on the 
other hand, was convincing as his friend who loved 
him and wanted to continue on the farm, making his 
home with him indefinitely. 

They were supported well by John and Gwen 
Landis, the two freedom fighters turned wheeler- 
dealers, who hope to sell a million records, and will 
do anything to get where they are going. There were 
small sideline plots hinting at involvement in love 
triangles and bomb plots hatched in the 60’s, in which 
all four names were linked. 

Danton Stone as Weston Hurley, the cool guitarist 
with the record company, created the role of a man 
always looking for answers to unasked questions. He 
saw something “‘heavy” in everything that hap- 
pened, and he is the dreamer who looks for an ex- 
perience in every sunset and sunrise, is cheated 
without one. 

What Chris Reeve lacked in stage presence, Amy 
Wright more than made up for, as the 14 year old 
capable of fantastic histrionics, and the ability to 
steal scenes and get away with it. (Remember the 
baby sitter who mashed her knuckles bloody trying 
to get out of the mysteriously locked closet, in 
“Amityville Horror’’? That was Amy.) In FIFTH she 
plays a very convincing starstruck teenager, and all 
of the starshine in this production sparkled from her 
performance. 

The second act takes place the next day, the fifth of 
July. Realizations blossom, decisions were made to 
the tune of ‘“‘They lived happily. . .”’ The farm was not 
sold, Ken and Jed would not split. John and Gwen 
Landis have a hit record on their hands, Amy con- 
tinues to act and grow, Aunt Sally’s smiles keep 
offering family security, and all problems fade 
away. The second act moved very well; there were 
very well planned comic lines in this half. 

In its broadest sense, the title refers to the 
yesterday of the protest generation, and takes place 
all in today, the fifth of Jul’. Subjectively, the first 
act is the fourth of July and the second act takes 
place one day later. The dreamer-guitarist 
represents those who constantly search, when what 
they really wanted all the time was what they had to 
begin with; one need not experience skyrockets 
every day.

possibly the single most talked about shot of the year, I will 
include it in the Golden Dozen memories. Castro con- 
tributed an early goal and assist to Broome’s 6-4 victory 
over Syracuse, then broke the 4-4 third period tie with his 
thirteenth goal of the year. Joe Stirpe added an insurance 
goal, forcing Syracuse to pull their goalie in favor of a sixth 
attacker for the final minute. With five seconds to go in the 
game, Castro intercepted an errant Orangeman pass and 
fired a thirty footer from the right face off circle. 

“I wound up to drill it, and the puck flew off the side of my 
stick.” . 

His hat trick effort flew harmlessly past the goal mouth . 
. . the crowd groaned, the buzzer sounded. It was Jack 
Nicklaus missing a twelve inch eagle putt on the 18th’hole. 
It was also the last empty net that will ever elude the aim of 
Bobby Castro. 

“I’ve forgotten about it already”, he added. 

« (9) Daye Moffitt’s goaltending against County College of 
Morris: Tom Reynolds scored two goals to lead Broome 
past CCM by a 4-2 score, but the major factor in the game, I 
felt, was the goaltending of rookie Dave Moffitt. As one 
frustrated CCM official put it, ‘That goalie (Moffitt) made 
some saves he had no business making.’’ Forty-two shots, 
many of them from point blank range, were slapped at 
Moffitt. Considering the circumstances, six or seven goals 
allowed would haye constituted a spectacular game. First 
line defensemen Bob Castro and Mark Rothwell were 
unable to make the trip because of early winter illnesses, 
and several forwards made rocky debuts at defensive 
position. Regardless of the mixups, only two pucks reached 
the Broome goal’s netting; a two on zero breakaway 
rebound and a powerplay shot during CCM’s tenth man 
advantage. “‘Goal!”’’, screamed the h ul CCM official on 
another of his team’s attempts. “Whadaya mean he 
stopped thatshot?

(10) Mark Hughes “2 man down” goal: Bob Castro 
opened the scoring for the Hornets, but Broome quickly fell 
into trouble. Two of their main penalty killers, Joe Stirpe 
and Bob Laszewski, were whistled into the penalty box 
leaving SUNY with a five to three skater advantage. The 
SUNY players were too busy trying to decide which one of 
them should have the glory of tying the game to notice 
Scooter Young picking a Colonial clean off the puck. Young 
found team Captain Mark Hughes in the clear and passed to 
him. Hughes then ignored the prescribed procedure of icing 
the puck, and instead tried to score. He did . . . Broome 2,

of the season, Bobby Castro demonstrated how a single 
player can be a balanced scoring attack. He opened each 
period with a goal, and added exactly one assist to each 
twenty minute frame. Three periods, three goals, three 
assists. It is not a coincidence that he shone his brightest in 
front of the several hundred SUNY Binghamton fans who 
booed him throughout the night. 

(12) Joe Gennarelli’s nearly perfect goaltending: While 
Castro was destroying the Colonials at one end of the rink, 
last year’s MVP Joe Gennarelli was being similarly 
disrespectful at the other end. The Hornets hollared and 
rapped their sticks on the wall in front of their bench as 
Gennarelli flopped, caught, and blocked his way to a 
remarkable victory. His ambitions were to repeat his 
previous year’s shut out of the cross town rivals. Fourteen 
Hornets served time in the penalty box, making Gen 
narelli’s job a great deal more difficult. After 55:25 minutes 
of flawless play, his shut out bid was finally ended by a five 
foot wrist shot. The single goal was not enough to tarnish a 
goaltending masterpiece. 
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CC HOCKEY LONELY AT TOP

While the basketball Hornets dribble, shoot, and slam 
_ their way into front page sports articles, another first-rate 
varsity team at Broome goes virtually unnoticed. Since 
Broome County was dubbed ‘‘Hockey Town U.S.A.” a half 
decade ago, local fans of the sport have had to pay up to five 
dollars to see the Dusters (or more recently, the Whalers) 
lose - season after season. Now, thanks to coach George 
Higginbottom and a collection of “local boys,” there is 
winning hockey in Binghamton. Your own Broome Com- 
munity College Hockey Hornets have skated to an im- 
pressive 10-3 record before virtually empty houses at the 
Chenango Bridge Ice Rink. 

With just over a month of winning ice hockey still 
remaining to be played, I'd like to introduce you to the 


skating version of the black and gold; here is who they are © 


and what they do: 

Former Binghamton Baron star defenseman Bobby 
Castro joined the Hornets after helping the Barons to a NY- 
Penn League championship in ’79 and coaching Chenango 
Valley High School’s ’80 championship team. Castro, who 
leads the team in scoring, recently added a regular of- 
fensive shift to his defensive duties. The necessity for his 
double duty stems from the loss of several key players, 
including first liners Tom Reynolds and Mark Hughes. 
Despite the difficulties of a roster which is down by five 
men from season's beginning, the Hornets have been able 
to regroup and are presently riding a five game winning 
streak. 

Castro is not alone at the top, however. Just one point 
behind him is a rookie sensation from Vestal who has a 
knack for choosing corners of the net and firing the puck 
into them, Bob Laszewski. Laszewski leads the team in both 
assists and game winning goals and is the center of the 
rejuvenated first line which also includes Castro and second 
year winger Rick Love. 

Broome’s second offensive line has been together since 
the beginning of the season and has turned in a steady 
performance in every period of every game. The line’s 
success depends on a blend of its individual’s skills; Dave 
Juser’s muscle, Joe Stirpe’s passing-’n-harassing, and Joe 
Wickham’s speed skating and shooting. ; 

As reported earlier in the year, U-E grad Juser has an 
uncanny ability to go.into a corner for the puck (against one 
or two other players) and come out with it . . . every time. 
His power is also evident when he plants himself firmly in 
the crease against the wishes of his opponent’s goalie and 
defensemen.

Stirpe is one of the smallest players on the team, but also 
the most persistent. Instead of standing still on a zone 
defense, he will relentlessly ‘rag’ the puck handler until the 
puck is back in the possession of the black and gold. On 
offense he relies on a keen familiarity with his linemates 
which allows him to put the puck on their sticks with blind 
passes. fs 

If it is true that every team has a “‘silent star’ - a player 
whose contributions are consistent, but doesn’t draw a lot of 
attention - then Joe Wickham would fulfill that requirement 
for the Hornets. By spreading out nine goals over seven 
games, Wickham snuck into fourth on the Hornet scoring 
list. In fact, he may have continued wholly unnoticed were 
it not for a play in Siena where he single-handedly took on 
three players over a 100’ space and scored the game 
winning goal. 

The third line, or ‘checking’ line has undergone as many 
changes as the first line and is just now beginning to func- 
tion as a unit. Bruce MacLeod - who never seems to find the 
same people next to him, and who has assisted on goals by 
four different players - is the line’s mainstay, and the man 
that Coach Higginbottom trusts to organize the triplet. His 
wings are Mike Kalinich, who broke out of a scoring slump 
to net five goals in the last four games, and Keith Barney. 
Another U-E strongman, Mark Rothwell, was moved to 
defense when Barney became a forward, and each seems 
more comfortable with his new position. 

Besides the defensive tandem of Castro and Rothwell, 
Broome’s blue line corps include Bruce Barney and Scooter 
Young, Bruce Barney, Keith’s older brother, wrote his 

- name into the Hornets record book earlier in the year by 
capturing the title of career assists leader. He celebrated 
Super Bow] Sunday in Schenectady with two goals and two 
assists against Siena College. 

Bruce’s partner is yet another rock from U-E, Scooter 
Young. Although he leads the team in penalty minutes, 
“Scooter has never taken a single bad penalty’’, according 
to his coach. Young’s two most effective weapons are his 
slapshot and his body check; the former causing his 
teammates to jumpo_ of the way, the latter causing his 
opponents to sink like melting butter. 

The loss of Hughes has pressed defenseman Craig 
Kenhart into service, and he has responded with a pair of 
assists during his brief tenure. 

Dave Moffitt and Joe Gennarelli have split the 
goaltending tasks almost equally and, though Broome has 
outshot its opponents by a mere four shots after thirteen 
games, they have allowed only half as many goals. as their 
offensive counterparts have scored. 


While limited space prevents me from recalling all the 
excitement of the Hornet’s season to date, I have selected 
the twelve events which I consider to be the most 
memorable. Let’s just call them. . . 


THE GOLDEN DOZEN 

(1) Mark Hughes last chance record breaker; Since 
becoming a varsity team, the Hornet’s most productive 
goal scorer was Gary Gillettewith 21.As a rookie teammate 
of Gillette's, Mark Hughes collected 11 regular season 
goals. Hughes was shut out in this season’s opener at 
Syracuse, but ten games later scored the record tying 21st 
goal of his career against the same Orangemen club. The 
day after the Syracuse game, the team traveled to 
Schenectady to take on Siena College. Hughes scored goal 
number 22 in thefirst period and broke his arm-in the third 
period. 

(2) The scoring race between Bob Castro and Bob 
Laszewski: This numbers race began on the first day of the 
season and is still going strong after thirteen games. The 
two Bobbys are stock piling points as quickly as they can, 
and the only losers thus far have been the Hornet’s op- 
position. The name of Castro and-or Laszewski has ap- 
peared on every score sheet this year, and at the present 
time defenseman Castro’s 15 goals, 15 assists, 30 points is 
one better than first line centerman Laszewski’s 12- 
17-29. The race has been close throughout, with Castro in 
the lead six times, Laszewski in the lead six times, and the 
two players tied fourteen times. The rivalry has never hurt 
the team, however, for the two teammates have assisted on 
each other’s goals seven times. 

(3) The penalty killing team’s 29 shift success: Few jobs 
are harder in hockey than that of killing penalties. Led by 
Joe Stirpe, the Hornets specialty team of their finest puck 
handlers and defensive players-successfully prevented an 
opposition score in 29 straight shorthanded situations; a 
period of 162:06 minutes which extended over four games. 
The credit for much of the success of this streak, and the 
penalty killing team’s play in general, can be attributed to 


Stirpe’s hustle and willingness to throw himself in front of a ~ 


slap shot when necessary. In fact; the only thing he seems 
reluctant to do on a rink is lose. “I enjoy getting jobs like 
killing penalties,” says Stirpe, ‘‘as long as the two Bobbys 
are. scoring goals.” 

(4) Consecutive losses to North Country Community 
College: Ordinarily back to back losses are something 
which a team would like to forget. Broome’s losses of 7-2 
and 7-1 to the North Country Saints are nothing to be 
ashamed of however. As of January 14 (the date of the 
second game between the two teams), North Country was 
ranked No. 1 in New York and No. 2 in the United States in 
the NJCAA hockey standings. The first game was an early 
morning starter in Lake Placid. The Hornets played on five 
hours sleep after the previous night’s victory and kept the 
score a great deal closer than most observers expected. 
The second game was played four days later at Chenango 
Bridge, and the Hornets again turned in an impressive 
performance. Bob Castro accounted for the three Broome 
goals.

three goals and in each case beat the clock by one second, 
The first goal was scored in the second period of the game 
with a teammate in the penalty box.

Kalinich scored 
his second goal of the season and of the period at 19:59, one 
second before the end of the second period. His third goal of 
the game followed a Joe Wickham score by 20 seconds, 
making them the fastest two goals the Hornets have scored 
this year.
